i. INVESTIGATION PRIMARILY CONCERNING - 
GEORGE GORDON LIDDY 


By communication dated June 30, 1972 the Washington 
Field Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBT) 
furnished records reflecting long distance telephone toll calis 
charged to the Committee to Re-Elect the President, Washington 
D.C, from its telephones 333-0362, 333-0363, 333-6575, and 
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333-6576; these telephones were utilized by GEORGE GORDON 
LIDDY. The following investigation was conducted regarding 
the subscribers of those telephone numbers which were 
contacted from the above four numbers as reflected on the toll 
charge records of the Committee to Re-Hlect the President. 


On July 7, 1972 Monsignor JAMES RIGNEY, Administrator 
of St. Patricks Cathedral, residing at the Cathedral's rectory, 
460 Madison Avenue, New York City, advised Special Agent (SA) 
ROGER J. CORKE as follows: 


Father ROBERT MOHER. resides at 5t. Patrick's rectory 
and, until recently, had a private telephone with the number 
212-355-6211. 


On March 17, 1972, St. Patrick's Day, there was an 
Open house at the rectory. Monsignor RIGNEY recalls that, 
during that afternoon, Father MOHER had discovered three strange 
people in his room. ‘The people may have been a young priest 
and two young nuns. 


Monsignor RIGNEY believes that Father MOHER had 
trouble with strange calls on his phone and has had the number 
changed.

MAROULIS advised that ne’ is a tee friend of 
GORDON LIDDY and knew him to be associated with the 
Committee to Reelect President Nixon, located in 
Washington, D.C. 


MAROULIS advised that he has received numerous 
telephone calis from LIDDY in Washington, and he has 
also called LIDDY at his office there, He said these 
telephone contacts have been going on since probably 
January of this year, 


He said that he was not familiar with anyone else 
associated with the Committee, and that he did not know 
a GEORGE LEONARD with the Committee. He knew nothing 
about the break-in at the Democtratic headquarters other 
than what he had seen in the newspapers.

III. INVESTIGATION CONCERNING MINOLTA CAMERAS 


By communication dated July 7, 1972 by the Washington 
Field Division of the FBI, advised that two Minolta cameras 
35mm, Which appeared to be new, were among the items recovered 
in connection with the burglary of the Democratic Party Head- 
quarters. One of the Minolta cameras had serial number 3010386 
and was equipped with a 19 lense. The second Minolta camera 
had serial number 3004602, and was also equipped with a 1.9 
lense. It was determined that the distributor of these Minolta 
cameras was the Lafayette Radio Electronics Company, 111 Jericho 
Turnpike, Syosset, New York. 


On July 11, 1972 FRANK SCARTOZZI, Merchandizing Manager, 
Lafayette Radio Electronics Company, 111 Jericho Turnpike, 
Syosset, New York, advised that his company purchases Minolta 
cameras from the Minolta Corporation, 200 Park Avenue South, New 
York, New York. He advised that when Lafayette sells cameras 
to their customers, the customers received instructions to mail 
guarantee cards on the Minolta cameras to the Minolta Corporation, 
200 Park Avenue South, New York, New York.

Mr. SCARTOZZI further advised that Minolta cameras 
which are equipped with F1.9 lenses are known as the Model SRT-100, 
He stated that when his company makes a saleof these Minolta 
cameras, no Separate record of serial numbers are maintained, as 
computerized records of the names of the customers along with 
their addresses is kept and the customers name is searched when 
an inquiry is made concerning a sale to that particular customer. 
This procedure of search requires an extensive amount of effort 
on the part of Lafayette. 


Mr. SCARTOZZI advised that an initial search of 
separate records of individuals or organizations which have 
requested catalog of products distributed through Lafayette 
discloses that MC CORD of Rockville, Maryland was shown as 
receiving a catalog from Lafayette at some time in the past. 
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Mr. SCARTOZZI advised that the best manner in 
attempting to trace the above described Minolta cameras 
would be to first conduct appropriate inquiry at the Minolta 
Corporation, 200 Park Avenue South, New York, New York. However, 
he advised that he would instruct a search for the sale of the 
above described Minolta cameras to commence after being notified 
of the results ¢ inquiry at the Minolta Corporation. 


On July 12, 1972, Mr. SCARTOZZI was advised that nha 
record of sale of the two cameras could be located at the 
Minolta Corporation and he stated that a search of the computerized 
records of sales would immed#ately commence. He expected that 
the search would be completed by July 14, 1972 or July 17, 1972.
